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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response to the office action filed on June 13, 2008 has been entered. The 
claims pending in this application are claims 17, 19, 22, 23, and 25. Rejection and/or objection 
not reiterated from the previous office action are hereby withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment filed on June 13, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 17, 19, 22, 23, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 1 7 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of the phrase "each target nucleic 
acid contains a first predetermined partial sequence Fa and a second predetermined partial 
sequence Sa and the nucleic acid is set forth as (Fa, Sa)" in step (a). Since (Fa, Sa) is a formula in 
mathematics to determine a point uniquely in a plane consisting of x-coordinate and y- 
coordinate, it is unclear why each target nucleic acid containing a first predetermined partial 
sequence Fa and a second predetermined partial sequence Sa can be set forth as (Fa, Sa). Please 
clarify. 

5. Claim 17 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of the phrase "the flag sequences D0j 
and Dl k are located between SD and ED and a combination of the D0j and Dl k as set forth in 
(D0j,Dl k )" in step (a). Since (D0j,Dl k ) is a formula in mathematics to determine a point uniquely 
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in a plane consisting of x-coordinate and y-coordinate, it is unclear why a combination of the 
flag sequences DOj and Dl k can be set forth as (D0j,Dl k ). Please clarify. 

6. Claim 17 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step (b). Since step (a) does not 
have pairs of probe Aa and probe Ba, it is unclear why step (b) can contain each pair of probe Aa 
and probe Ba. Please clarify. 

7. Claim 22 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of the phrase "the probe (Aa, Ba) is 
recovered by binding to the beads via the first binding molecules". Since there is no phrase 
"probe (Aa, Ba)" in claim 17, the phrase "the probe (Aa, Ba)" lacks sufficient antecedent basis. 
Furthermore, it is unclear that the probe (Aa, Ba) is recovered by binding what to the beads via 
the first binding molecules. Please clarify.
